In addition to a series of particular at 
tacks on the credibility of the witness 
and tho general probability of his stor 
ies, and preparing the way for theii 
own testimony in rebuttal, tho defense 
sought to shov/ that Orchard has a 
mania for boasting of the commission 
of crimes non*exIstent except in hie 
own mind, and that he is under the 
control and suggestion of Dotective 
McPartland. 


Tho defense began

Knives Used With 
Fatal Effeot In 
Fight In Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia,

10. — Joseph 
Klein, aged 23 
years, was 
stabbed 
through the heart and instantly killed 
and Samuel Aherowitz, aged 21 years, 
was severely cut about the face in a 
fight that started in a restaurant in 
the Tenderloin district. 
Joseph Juli, 
aged 20 years, was arrested and com­ 
mitted to prison, charged with being 
the murderer. 
Half a dozen others 
were arrested and held as witnesses. 
Klein, with several friends, was eating 
in a restaurant, when Juli with a party 
of musicians entered the plaee. 
In 
finding seats at a table one of Juli's 


Boise, Idaho, June 11.—Into the fur 
ther cross examination of Harry Or 
chard, counsel for William D. Hay 
wood repeatedly threw tho suggestion 
of a groat conspiracy, formulated and 
carried out by tho enemies of the 
Wostorn Federation of Minors, and in 
dicated a determination to construct 
their main line of defense on that 
ground. 
They carried Orchard 
by 
slow steps through the minutest do- 
tails from the dynamiting of the Inde* 
pendence, Colorado, station down to 
the attempt on the life of Fred Brad 
ley and his family in San Francisco. 
In addition to a series of particular at 
tacks on the credibility of the witnesi 
and tho general probability of his stor 
ies, and preparing the way for theii 
own testimony in rebuttal, tho defense 
sought to show that Orchard has a 
mania for boasting of the commission 
of crimes non-existent except in hia 
own mind, and that he is under the 
control and suggestion of Detective 
McPartland. 


The defense began 
by making it 
clear that as far as Orchard knew 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettlbone had 
nothing to 
do with 
the inspiration, 
planning and execution of the Vindica­ 
tor explosion, and that Haywood and 
Moyer had nothing to do with the 
planning of the murder of Detective 
Gregory. 


Getting down to the Bradley crime, 
the defense devoted itself largely to 
the story of Orchard's attem pt to poi­ 
son Bradley, endangering the entire 
Bradley household, including an in 
fant that he had seen in a baby car­ 
riage, and Mrs. Crow, the cook, with 
whom he had made friends and whom 
he had accompanied to a theatre. Or­ 
chard swore th at while in San Fran­ 
cisco he repeatedly received money 
from Pettibone, who used the name ol 
“Pat Bone” 
in transmitting it. 
In 
making this clearer, the defense gave 
evidence of a plan to show that this 
money was sent under Pettibono’s dls 
guised 
name 
by persons 
plotting 
against the leaders of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 


Orchard denied that mine owners 
or railway men had any part In the In­ 
dependence station outrage; 
denied 
that he had a mania for confessing nn 
committed crimes, and denied that he 
is under the influence of Detective Mc­ 
Partland. 
He showed some spirit In 
answering many of Attorney Richard 
son's questions, but he firmly held to 
all of his first stories, and was calm 
and certain throughout the long, try­ 
ing examination. 


In his testimony against Haywood 
Orchard made a detailed confession of 
the murder of Steunenberg by an in­ 
fernal machine that opens the way for 
faris own conviction and execution for 
the mortal offense. 
He swore that 
the assassination of Steunenberg was 
first suggested by Haywood, was plot­ 
ted, by Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone 
and himself; was financed by Hay­ 
wood, and was eiecuted by himself 
after the failure 
of 
an attem pt in 
which Jfeck Simpkins had participa­ 
ted. 


Orchard lifted the total of his own 
muidered victims to 18, detailed tho 
circumstances under which he tried 
to murder former Governor Peabody, 
Judge Goodard, Judge Gabbert, Gen­ 
eral Sherman Bell, Dave Moffat and 
Frank Herne. Incidentally, he confess­ 
ed to a pl^n to kidnap the child of 
one of his forniSr associates. 


Orchard 
said that 
he 
and 
Jack 
Simpkins went to Caldwell to kill for­ 
mer Governor Steunenberg, and after 
two attempts failed, Simpkins left the 
town because he feared he would be 
arrested. 
Continuing Orchard said: 


“The next time I saw tho governor 
he was sitting In tho Saratoga hotel. 
I went up to my room and got the 
bomb and hurried out to the Steunen­ 
berg house and planted the bomb by 
the gate. I then started back to the 
hotel, and when 
about two blocks 
away I met Steunenberg on his way 
homo.

ON THE ISLAND FRINGES OF THE 


CAROLINAS. 


No portion of the North American 


continent is so widely known, and at 
the same time so little known, as the 
chain of low-lying islands and fring- 
ing sand reefs extending along 
the 


North Carolina coast for a distance 
of more than 300 miles. This is espe- 
cially true of Hatteras island, a sand 
spit whose dangerous projection and 
shifting shoals have made this portion 
of our Atlantic seaboard a veritable 
graveyard of American shipping. 


Distinguished scientists on both 


sides of the Atlantic have discussed 
the origin of Cape Hatteras v/ithout 
having set foot on the island or coast- 
ed along its shores. The origin of 
well nigh all the 
features of this 


coast have been discussed 
at long 


range, and yet hardly half a dozen 
people from the outside world have 
any personal acquaintance with the 
island. 


It was on this coast that Fessenden 


and Thiessen experimented success- 
fully with wireless telegraphy. 
At 


Kitty Hawk, on these banks, the 
Wrights conducted their experiments 
In mechanical flight. 


Though difficult of access, the in- 


habitants of thees Islands are in close 
touch with the rest of the world by 
means of the telegraph and telephone 
lines of the United States Weather 
Bureau and the life-saving service, as 
well as by the wireless telegraph. 


Those who watch the reports of 


shipping need not be told that winds 
are constant 
in this 
region. The 


strong winds of midwinter come from 
the north, and the gentler 
steady 


winds of midsummer and of the 
greater part of the year blow usually 
from a little west of south. 


These constant winds were early 


taken advantage of by the 
inhabi- 


tants, and- windmills for grinding corn 
dot the whole chain of islands, though 
most of them have now fallen into 
disuse. A small boy on Church's isl- 
and hauls freight for the people of his 
village on a car furnished with a sail 
and propelled by the wind. 


The frequency of wrecks upon this 


coast is too well known to require 
comment, though such is the efficiency 
of the life-savers, who brave the per- 
ils of any storm, that life is rarely 
lost here; but the .lightship has some- 
tunes been broken from its moorings 
on Diamond Shoals and driven upon 
the Hatteras banks. 


The strong north winds 
pile the 


sands up Into great barchanes o*- me- 
danos, crescentic sand dunes known 
logically as whaleheads, -which, 
are 


moving steadily southward. 


These are best developed along the 


Currituck banks, from Virginia as far 
south as the Kill Devil hills, and 
numbers of them may be seen to the 
north and to the south from the top 
of Currituck light. These whaleheads 
are composed of singularly homogene- 
ous blown sands, the horns or cusps 
of the barchanes pointing to leeward, 
•which is almost due south. 


The prevailing winds from a little 


west of south have rippled' the hetero- 
genous sands on Hatteras just south 
of the cape, en Shackleford at its 
southwest 
extremity, and on the 


southwest side of Smith's island. 


These wind ripples, started in 


sands exposed by the removal of a 
strip of forest next the shore, have 
grown in size to gr,eat sand waves, 
which are advancing on forests, fields 
and homes. As the sand, wave has ad- 
vanced it has taken up several feet 
of the loose soil over which it has 
passed, undermining houses, laying 
bare the roots of trees, and exposing 
the bones of the dead in the ceme- 
teries. 


Diurnal winds from 
the sea have 


piled the sand into small wandering 
dunes and hillocks, and' even some- 
times into sand waves, which are 
marching steadily inward and shoal- 
ing the waters of the souuds. 


At Nag's Head a large hotel, con- 


stituting a soiid obstruction, soon had 
a sand wave built up a short distance 
In its rear until the level of its roof 
was reached, when the wave moved 
forward and engulfed the hotel. In tie 
immediate neighborhood two cottages 
suffered a similar 
fate. Here 
the 


land gained on the sound 350 feet in 
ten years. 


On the northern end of Hatteras 


Island a fishing village has been sim- 
ilarly buried, while the sand has en- 
tirely crossed- the island at several 
places north of the cape. This move- 
ment of the sand was started just af- 
ter the civil war by the cutting of 
trees next the shore for ship timbers, 
and the section is still known as The 
Great Woods, though not a stick of 
timber stands upon it today. Pamlico 
sound" for two miles from the Hatter- 
as shore is growing steadily shallower 
from the deposit of blown sand. 


On Smith's island a pilot's village 


has been b'uried 
beneath the sand 


wave for a number of years, but this 
has been qrite recently resurrected 
and its houses are again occupied. On 
Currituck. below Caffey's 
Inlet life- 


saving station, the sand has advanced 
entirely across the land, and one man, 
moving before tha advancing sand, 
1ms at last built, his house on piles in 
the sound. 


l 
The writer has fo'ind by experiment 


that heterogeneous sands, consisting 
essentially of quartz, orthoclase, some 
mica, Iron, bits of shell, and many 
mineral substances, showing little if 
any decomposition, rippled readily in 
the wind, and are easily arrested. 
This he accomplished In one Instance 
by planting the seed of a native pine 
and covering the dune with brush. 


In another case the movement wa» 


checked by the unassisted growth* of 
grass upon dunes from which hogs 
and- cattle were fenced cut. Several 
native grasses on these islands are 
er^ellent sand-binders, but so far he 
has found no means of checking the 
movement of homogeneous sands that 
do not ripple, these consisting entire- 
ly 
well-rounded and 
wind-sorted 


quartz grains of the 
same size 


throughout a single dune. 


Other trees besides the pine may be 


used as sand-binders. Some live oaks 
and myrtie serve well in this capac- 
ity. 


In January, 1SS6, the writer planted 


the seed of the lobolly pine on the 
back of a dune and covered the area 
with brush cut from nearby road in 
progress of making. 
The 
brush 


served not only to break the wind, but 
to conserve the moisture of the sands 
and today there is a forest of several 
acres where twenty years ago was a 
moving sand waste. The method so 
common abroad of building a barrier 
dune by means of wind breaks has 
been tried several times along this 
coast, but always without success. 


The atmospheric humidity of Hat- 


teras island is greater than that of 
any other 
station in the United 


States except in the Puget Sound re- 
gion, and even there the excess over 
Hatteras is not great. Yet there are 
more days of sunshine on Hatteras 
than at Cape Henry or Norfolk or 
Wilmington. 


The heaviest rams come between 


late July and raid October, after the 
plants have done most of their grow- 
ing for the year and when plants In 
many parts of the country are suf- 
fering greatly from the drouth. 


Some primitive customs are preserv- 


ed among the people and some early 
English forms of speech. 
Their 


lodges used in fishing and hunting 
are built after the most primitive type 
of straw thatch, while a higher type, 
similar to that used' in the village of 
Gabii in the days of Bomulus and 
Remus, Is used as a temporary resi- 
dence during their camp meetings in 
the summer, and this higher type of 
dwelling is on Hatteras built of pal- 
metto thatch. 


The regaining of the shore strip by 


reforesting the sands, and the reten- 
tion of the dunes that are devastat- 
ing the meadow lands wouldi make of 
Hatteras island, at least, a sub-tropi- 
cal garden, where southern fruits and 
early vegetables once plentiful here 
might come into the market. The 
game still lingering amoag the wood- 
ed dunes would be greatly multiplied, 
and the herds of wild ponies now 
dwindling away would again increase 
in numbers. The conservative lum- 
bering could be added to the indus- 
tries of the island,. 


It is also within the range of possi- 


bilities that the black beach 
sands 


which are concentrated by wave ac- 
tion at a few points might be made 
to yield from their iron ores a return 
for the labor of gathering them.—Col- 
lier Cobb in National Geographic Mag- 
azine.

SHE IS "THE *HOW AND CREDIT- 


ABLE TO THE MANAGEMENT. 


Not Superior to American Man in 


Thinking or Talking Power—A Sur- 
vival of Backwoods / Condition*— 
Beth Sexes Cold, Says English Mag- 
azine Writer. 
"The American Woman," IB the 


title of an article to which a promi- 
nent place is given in the current 
number of the Nation, --writes Ixm- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Sun. In nothing, declares the writer, 
is there exhibited more general fail- 
ure to realize the underlying facts 
o£ a situation than in the general esti- 
mate placed on the influence of the 
American woman insher own country. 


Neither the American n-oman nor 


the American man has any mystery 
for the writer, who says: "European 
visitors to America use language 
which suggests that the women are 
a distinct and superior human species 
to the men, superior not oily in grace 
and physical attractiveness hut in 
character, intelligence and individu- 
ality, and the complacency with which 
the American man will accept and 
indorse this testimony to his inferi- 
ority is accepted as conclusive con- 
firmation." 
This is a fallacy which the writer 


of the article proceeds to explode. 
The apparent domination of the Amer- 
ican society by American women is 
explained, he says, "by looking to the 
foundation of American society." In 
pioneer life in the New World wom- 
an necessarily attained a large meas- 
ure of independence, together with 
special consideration due to her scarc- 
ity. 


"When this primitive condition had 


given place to li?e in the modern in- 
dustrial city, with the swift emerg- 
ence of the new rich class, the women 
had no time to lose all the transmitted 
energy and personal efficiency o£ the 
earlier womanhood. The first need 
cf the industrial male conquerer is to 
display financial power through the 
ostentatious =waste of conspicuous leis- 
ure, but natural inclination and habit 
prevent him from performing these 
rites in his own person, so his wife 
and daughters become apt 
instru- 


ments lor the vicarious expenditure 
of the time and money that attest his 
economic prowess and they carry into 
this career the energy, confidence and 
resourcefulness 
of backwoodsmen's 


granddaughters. 


"Male ascendancy," continues the 


writer, "is as real and at least as 
strong in America as in any Euro- 
pean country short of Turkey. The 
social sway of woman is due to a 
different valuation of society by the 
American man from that of European 
countries. 
What Henry James and 


other critics -affirm, that the Ameri- 
can man is a business man, a politic- 
ian and a club man, but leaves so- 
ciety largely to his wife and daugh- 
ters, is quite true. But --what appar- 
ently they fail to recognize is the 
characteristic mental attitude of the 
male American toward this social 
life.'•His extravagant wife and daugh- 
ters, with their receptions, diamonds, 
trips to Europe and sprightly talks 
on books and art, are to him pri- 
marily a big entertainment, an expen- 
si~e. elaborate show, which he can 
afford to keep up and likes to pay 
for. 
The average successful male 


American would no more think of 
competing with his wife in the dis- 
play of social arts and graces than 
the Londoner who visits Maskelyne 
and Devant's would think of vying the 
mystery men there. * * * But his 
real control of the social order is 
not less deeply rooted on that ac- 
count. * * * 
"The American nouveau riche has 


no remnants or revivals of the feudal 
state with which to make a display 
of ostentatious waste. Everything in 
recent circumstances of America's 
life tends to make woman, her social 
activities and ways of going on, the 
single relief element for the strenu- 
ous life of the pioneer turned Tiust- 
l&r.' " 


The writer admits that it is not 


really as simple as this sounds, for 
there are other factors affecting di- 
rectly the sex relation. He proceeds 
to examine one case in a passage full 
of possibilities for controversies. He 
says: 
"Some cause, possibly climatic, has 


certainly reduced the intensity of sex 
emotion. This, of course, Is a sug- 
gestion incapable of proof, but few 
=who have studied closely the conven- 
tional bearing of American men and 
women toward one another wiH doubt 
that it is the very freedom of asso- 
ciation between young men and wom- 
en which attests it, possibly induces 
or assists it. It would perhaps be 
too much to say that sex emotion has 
faded into sentimental interest, but 
the change is something of this na- 
ture.

"The conventional, simple admira- 


tion in the man and the firm tone of 
confident self-possession in the wom- 
an attest it. * * * So far as fic- 
tion holds the mirror tip to American 
nature it exhibits quite a significant 
paucity of sex emotion in its Ihore 
spontaneous, mastering flow. * » * 
Possibly the 
conquering 
American 


woman owes much of her triumph 
ia circles where self-possession counts 
for so much to this touch of inner 
chill. 
That she owes anything to 


intellectual superiority over tie male 
of her kind cannot be conceded, for 
no such superiority exists. 


"She reads more, and talks more 


because that belongs to her decora- 
tive function. The thought of Amer- 
ica owes litrle to her. though she 


i has long enjoyed more ample oppor- 
| tanities for educa-'icu than the other 


MK. 
Her contribution toward •«** 


oo* literature, art and •cieuc* !• 
•mall, almost negligible. Almost all 
th« beet brain, work in America, erea 
in fields where women are most occu- 
pied, Is done by men. 


"Nor are women the best talkers. 


Though the business 
man's 
wifw 


gleans from her books and women's 
clubs a large assortment of idfeas, 
which she handles with more skill 
and freedom than Is common in the 
English drawing room, this sprightly 
talk seldom rises above the patter of 
the social stage ««d custom wiica 
always 'gives the word' to the woman, 
and usually acts as a preventive of 
reaL conversation. 


"Most Inquiring English, visitors are 


sadly familiar with experience in 
companies where some man of intel- 
lect and judgment worth listening to 
Is kept in silence by ta« chatter of 
his commonplace wife and daughter, 
who deem it their role to entertain 
the guests. 
Woman, in a word, i» 


the 'show' in successful America, 
somewhat overdone and too exacting 
to the eyes of a European audience, 
but clever and very creditable to the 
management."

Snakes, Scorpions and Insects 


Spared. 


Modern society boasts of its organ- 


. izations for preventing'cruelty to ani- 
| mals as the outcome of civilization. 
Across the water is an undeveloped 
country of kindness^ 
Protection of 


all life is as natural to the Burman 
as is his breath. To be merciful to 
the beast is no half way precept with. 
him, and the little child responds to 
It as xeadily as the average English 
speaking boy gives action to his im- 
pulse to stone a squirrel or kill a 
saake. Yet jhere may be drawbacks 
to living in a country where all liv- 
ing creatures are respected after tha 
manner Mr. Fielding describes in. 
"The Soul of a People." 


Never were any people so 
kind 


hearted as the Burmese, so hospitable, 
so charitable in act and thought, and 
so gentle with all animals. 


All butchers in Burma are Indian 


born; no Burman -will kill a cow or a 
bullock, or sell meat. There is no 
law now against such practice, but 
no respectable native will kill for 
food, sport or revenge. 
Fowl and 


fish are, indeed, sacrificed for eating 
purposes, hut every one despises the 
fisherman; he is a sort of outcast; 
and the slaying of fowl is done re- 
luctantly. 


A Burmese lady married an Eng- 


lishman who kept ducks for his own. 
table. One day she went on a visit 
to a friend, and took every duck -with 
her, bestowing them on various house- 
holds where she knew they would be 
allowed to live and be treated with 
kindness. 
Then she returned and 


confessed to her husband that she 
could not bear the thought of their 
being Mlled. 


Mr. Fielding was much troubled by 


the house sparrows which infested 
the roof. Finally, in desperation, he 
shot at them with a rifle. His neigh- 
bors remonstrated. 


"You should build a sparrow cote," 


they said, when he tried to excuse 
himself. "Then they would leave you 
in peace. 
They only want to make 


nests for their little ones." 


If a Burmese woman •walking in 


•the fields should see a scorpion, she 
would not think of killing it. 


"Poor beast," she would say-, step- 


ping aside so as to not injure it.

If an insect is troublesome in tha 


house, the Burman will 
carefully 


catch it in his handkerchief and put 
it out doors. It is hard to get the 
servants to rid the house of ants. 
They will kill the most deadly of vip- 
ers, but even many of the poisonous 
snakes they will not slaughter. 


Mr. Fielding met once two little 


boys carrying a jar and seemingly 
much interested ia its contents. He 
asked what was in the jar, and they 
showed him a lot of baby vipers. 
They had chanced to find the nest 
when she mother was absent—she 
would have killed the lads had she 
been there—and they had secured all 
the little snakes. 


'"What are you going to do with 


them?"' asked Mr. Fielding. 


"Show them in the village." 
"And then?" 
"Why, let them go, of course." 
If an animal is ill or iiurt the Bur- 


man gives it the best of care, but 
never Mils It to put it out of mis- 
ery. 


'"Poor beast," he says. "Let him 


live his little life," and he gives it 
grass and water until it dies.—Youth's 
Companion.

HATS OF HALF CENTURY AGO. 


Women Wore Them Then and They 
Cost Only $1.75. 


About 50 years ago Uie most puz- 
zling millinery confections raat fem- 
inine imaginations 
could 
conceive, 
says the Baltimore Sun, -were 
pur- 
chased for $1.75. 


There Is a big difference when you 
come to consider tho subject between 
$1.75 years ago and prices up In the 
hundreds of dollars of tno present. 


J. W. C. Brittlngham has three re- 
markable sp'^f'imens 
òf 
fashionable 
headgear of 50 years ago which ho 
brought from tho mountains of South 
Carolina. 
These hats are eomethln^ 
liko the skidoo bonnets and according 
to present -day standards just about 
as becoming. 


One little hat was of biscuit colored 
straw trimmed with folds of cotton 
cloth of the same shade. Around tho 
derby crown were rlckracn de'slgns of 
cottcm tape, and under tho brfm wero 
two rows of straw braid. 
But 
the 
crowning glory and tlie distlngulshlníí 
touch was a straw bird as big as 
your thumb fastened on the front of 
the crown. 
The hat itself was not 
more than seven inches long, and the 
brim was less than an inch wide. 


Another hat that was once consid- 
crod decidi^'i'^'' modlsh was n sort of 
miniature derby with the front and 
back helmet shaped. 
It was of black 
velvet, trimmed with narrow folds of 
cotton cloth, and in tlio front was the 
most exquisito trimming that an ante- 
bellum belle could consider—a spray 
of tliree roses smaller than your finger 
fastened awkwardly on it. 
This hat 
was exttemely expensive 
and 
cost 
$1.25, 


The most elaborate hat of the three 
was a helmet creation or iarown velvet 
and cotton cloth, and the only trim- 
ming was a flat how of tho same ma- 
terial at the tront and back. 


When we consider that those hats 
wero once actually worn and admired 
audi considered "very becoming" we 
feel absolutely sure that time 
does 
make a change. 


Relics of Old Newgate, 


It is, perhaps, a Ifttle curious that 
nothing of old Newgate survives in 
London's magnificent 
new 
Sessions 
House beyond two insignificant relic» 
—a portion of the old gallows' boam, 
showing the groove worn by the wce- 
cutioners' ropes, and part of the door 
of the press yard. 
Other more inter- 
esting relics of this historic prison 
have been widely scattered. Not long 
ago the door of the condemned cell 
was sold by auction for £13 (an omin- 
ous figure), and tho littlugs of the cell, 
together with the old bell, were bough( 
for £100 for Mme. Tussaud's Exhlbi 
tion, the bell, which was cast in 1775, 
bearing this inscription: "Yo peoplo 
all who hear me ring, bo faithful to 
your Ooú and King." 
The steps by 
which so many 
doomed 
men. havo 
mounted to the scaffold found a pur- 
chaser for £ 1 12s.—Reynold's News- 
paper, 


No portion of the North American 
continent is so widely known, and at 
tho same time so little known, as the 
chain of low-lying islands and fring- 
ing sand reefs extending along 
the 
North Carolina coast for a distance 
of more than 300 miles. 
This is espe- 
cially true of Hatteras Island, a sand 
spit whose dangerous projection and 
shifting shoals have made this portion 
of our Atlantic seaboard a veritable 
graveyard of American shipping. 


Distinguished 
scientists 
on 
both 
sides of the Atlantic have discussed 
tho origin of Cape Hatteras without 
having set foot on the island or coast- 
ed along its shores. The 
origin 
of 
well nigh all the 
features 
of this 
coast have been 
discussed 
at long 
range, and yet hardly 
half a dozen 
people from the outside world have 
any personal acquaintance 
with tho 
island. 


It was on this coast that Fessenden 
and Thiessen experimented 
success- 
fully with wireless telegraphy. 
At 
Kitty 
Hawk, on 
these 
banks, the 
Wrights conducted their experiments 
in mechanical flight. 


Though difllcult of access, the in- 
habitants of thees Islands are In close 
touch with the rest of the world by 
means of the telegraph and telephone 
lines of the United 
States 
Weather 
Bureau and the life-saving service, as 
well as by the wireless telegraph. 


Those who watch 
the reports 
of 
shipping need not be told that winds 
are constant 
in 
this 
region. 
The 
strong winds of midwinter come from 
the north, and tho 
gentler 
steady 
winds 
of 
midsummer 
and 
of 
the 
greater part of the year blow usually 
from a little west of south. 


These constant winds 
were early 
taken advantage of by tlie 
inhabi- 
tants, andj windmills for grinding corn 
dot the whole chain of islands, though 
most of them 
have -now fallen into 
disuse. 
A small boy on Church's isl- 
and hauls freight for the people of his 
village on a car furnished with a sail 
and propelled by the wind, 


Tho frequency of wrecks upon this 
coast is too well known 
to require 
comment, tliough such is the efficiency 
of the life-savers, who brave the per- 
ils of any storm, 
that life Is rarely 
lost here; but the .lightship has some- 
times been broken from its moorings 
on Diamond Shoals and driven upon 
tho Uatteras banks. 


The strong north winds 
pile the 
sands up into great barchanes or me- 
daños, crescentic sand dunes 
known 
logically as whaleheads, which 
are 
moving steadily southward. 


These are best developed along the 
Currituck banks, from Virginia as far 
south 
as the 
lail 
Devil hills, and 
numbers of them may be seen to the 
north and to the south from the top 
of Currituck light. These whaleheads 
are composed of singularly homogene- 
ous blown sands, the horns or cusps 
of the barchanes pointing to leeward, 
which Is almost due south. 


The prevailing winds from a little 
west of south have rippled the hetero- 
genous sands on Hatteras just south 
of the cape, on 
Shackleford 
at 
its 
southwest 
extremity, 
and 
on 
the 
southwest side of Smith's island. 


These 
wind 
ripples, 
started 
in 
sands exposed 
by tlie removal 
of a 
strip of fortíst next the shore, haVe 
grown in size to g^eat 
sand waves, 
which are advancing on forests, fi-elds 
and homes. As the sand wave has ad- 
vanced it has taken up several feet 
of tho loose soil over which 
it has 
passed, undermining 
houses, laying 
bare the roots of trees, and exposing 
the bones of 
the dead 
in the ceme- 
teries. 


Diurnal winds from 
the 'sea have 
piled the sand into small wandering 
dunes and hillocks, and even some- 
times into 
sand 
waves, which are 
marching steadily Inward and shoal- 
ing the waters of the sounds. 


At Nag's Head 
a large hotel, con- 
stituting a solid obstruction, soon had 
a sand wave built up a short distance 
in Its rear until the level of Its roof 
was reached, when the wave moved 
forward and engulfed the hotel. In the 
immediate neighborhood two cottages 
suffered a similar 
fate. Hero 
the 
land gained on the sound 350 feet in 
ten years. 


On the northern 
end of Hatteras 
Island a fishing village has been sim- 
ilarly burled, while the sand has en- 
tirely crossed the Island 
at several 
places north of the cape. This move- 
ment of the sand was started just af- 
ter the civil war by tho 
cutting 
of 
trees next the shore for ship timbers, 
and the section is still known as The 
Great Woods, tliough 
not a stick of 
timber stands upon it today. Pamlico 
sound for two miles from the Hatter- 
as shore is ffrowing steadily shallower 
from the deposit of blown sand. 


On Smitli's Island a pilot's village 
has been burled 
beneaih 
the sand 
wave for a number of years, but this 
has been quito 
recently resurrected 
and its houses are again occupied. On 
Currituck, below Caffey's 
Inlet life- 
saving station, the sand has advanced 
entirely across the land, and one man, 
moving before the advancin¡$' sand, 
has at last built his house on piles in 
tlie sound. 
The writer has found by experiment 
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that heterogeneous sands, consisting 
essentially of quartz, orthoclase, some 
mica, iron, bits of shell, 
and 
many 
mineral substances, showing little if 
any decomposition, rippled readily in 
the wind, and 
are 
easily 
arrested. 
This he accomplished in one instance 
by planting the seed of a native pine 
and covering the dune with brush. 


In another case the movement was 
checked by the unassisted growth* of 
glass upon dunes from 
which 
hogs 
and cattle were fenced out. 
Several 
native grasses on these islands are 
excellent sand-binders, but so far he 
has found no means of checking tho 
movement of homogeneous sands that 
do not ripple, these consisting entire- 
ly 
well-rounded 
and 
wind-sorted 
quartz 
grains 
of 
the 
same 
size 
throughout a single dune. 


Other trees besides the pine may bo 
used as sand-binders. 
Some live oRks 
and myrtle serve well In this capac- 
ity. 


In January, 1886, the writer planted 
the seed of the lobolly pine on the 
back of a dune and covered the area 
with brush cut from nearby road in 
progress 
of 
making. 
The 
brush 
served not only to bréale the wind, but 
to conserve the moisture of the sands 
and today there is a forest of several 
acres where twenty years ago was a 
moving sand waste. 
The method so 
common abroad of building a barrier 
dune by means of wind breaks has 
been tried several times along 
this 
coast, but always without success. 


The atmospheric humidity of Hat- 
teras island is greater than 
that of 
any 
other 
station 
In the 
United 
States except In the Puget Sound re- 
gion, and even there tho excess over 
Hatteras is not great. 
Yet there are 
more days of sunshine 
on Hatteras 
than at Cape Henry or 
Norfolk or 
Wilmington. 


Tho heaviest rains come between 
late July and mid October, after the 
plants have done most of theCr grow- 
ing for the year and when plants in 
many parts of the country are suf- 
fering greatly from the drouth. 


Some primitive customs are preserv- 
ed among the people and some early 
English forms 
of 
speech. 
Their 
lodges used in ñshing 
and hunting 
are built after the most primitive type 
of straw thatch, while a higher type, 
similar to that used in the village of 
Gabii in the days 
of Eomulus and 
Remus, is used as a temporary resi- 
dence during their camp meetings in 
the summer, and this higher typo of 
dwelling is on Hatteras built of pal- 
metto thatch. 


The regaining of the shore strip by 
reforesting the sands, and the reten- 
tion of the dunes that are devastat- 
ing the meadow lands would make of 
Hatteras island, at least, a sub-tropi- 
cal garden, where southern fruits and 
early vegetables once plentiful here 
might come into 
the 
market. 
The 
game still lingering among the wood- 
ed dunes would be greatly multiplied, 
and the herds of 
wild 
ponies 
now 
dwindling away would again increase 
in numbers. 
The conservative 
lum- 
bering could be added 
to the 
indus- 
tries of the island. 


It is also within the range of possi- 
bilities that the black beach 
sands 
which are concentrated by wave ac- 
tion at a few points might bo made 
to yield from their iron ores a rettrrn 
for the labor of gathering them.—Col- 
lier Cobb in National Geographic Mag- 
azine.

Not Superior to American 
Man 
In 
Thinking or Talking Power—A Sur- 
vival 
of 
Backwoods / Conditions— 
Both Sexes Cold, Says Engtlth Mag- 
azine writer, 


"Tho American 
Woman," Is 
the 
title of an article to which a promi- 
nent place is given In the current 
number of the Nation, writes Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Sun, In nothing, declares the writer, 
is there exhibited more general fail- 
ure to realize the underlying facts 
of a situation than in the general est!- 
mate placed on the influence of the 
American woman ln<^er own country. 


Neither the American woman nor 
the American man has any mystery 
for the writer, who says: 
"European 
visitors 
to 
America 
use 
language 
which suggests that tho women are 
a distinct and superior human species 
to the men, supei^lor not only in grace 
and physical attractiveness 
but in 
character, intelligence and individu- 
ality, and the complacency with which 
the American man will accept and 
indorse this testimony to his inferi- 
ority is accepted as conclusive con- 
firmation." 


This is a fallacy which th© writer 
of the article proceeds to explode. 
The apparent domination of the Amer- 
ican society by American women is 
explained, he says, "by looking lo the 
foundation of American society,'' In 
pioneer life in the New World wom- 
an necessarily attained a large meas- 
ure of independence, together with 
special consideration due to her scarc- 
ity. 


When this primitive condition had 
given place to life in the modern In- 
dustrial city, with the swift emerg- 
ence of the new rich class, the women 
had no time to lose all the transmitted 
energy and personal efficiency of the 
earlier womanhood. 
The first need 
of the industrial male conquerer Is to 
display financial power through the 
ostentatious waste of conspicuous leis- 
ure, but natural inclination and habit 
prevent him from performing these 
rites in his own person, so his wife 
and 
daughters 
become upt 
instru- 
ments lor the vicarious expenditure 
of the time and money that attest his 
economic prowess and they carry into 
thi-s career the energy, confidence and 
resourcefulness 
of 
backwoodsmen's 
granddaughters. 


"Male ascendancy," continues the 
writer, "is as real and at least as 
strong in America as in any Euro- 
pean country short of Turkey, 
The 
social sway of woman is due to a 
different valuation of society by the 
American man from that of European 
countries. 
What Henry James and 
other critics -affirm, that the Ameri- 
can man is a business man, a politic- 
ian and a club man, but leaves so- 
ciety largely to his wlf-e and daugh- 
ters, is quite true. 
But what appar- 
ently they 'fail to» recognize Is the 
characteristic mental attitude of the 
male American 
toward 
this 
social 
life. 


"His extravagant wife and daugh- 
ters, with their receptions, diamonds, 
trips to Europe and sprightly talks 
on books and art, are to him pri- 
marily a big entertainment, an expen- 
sive, elaborate show, which he can 
afford to keep up and likes to pay 
'for. 
The average successful male 
American would no more think of 
competing with his wife in -the dis- 
play of social arts and graces than 
the Londoner who visits Maskelyne 
and Devant's would think of vying the 
mystery men there. 
• 
* • 
But his 
real control of the social order is 
not less deeply rooted on that ac- 
count, 
• 
• 
• 


"Tho American nouveau riche has 
no remnants or revivals of the feudal 
state with which to make a display 
of ostentatious waste, 
Everything in 
recent 
circumstances 
of 
America's 
llfo tends to make woman, her social 
activities and ways of going on, the 
single relief element for the strenu- 
ous life of the pioneer turned 'hust- 
ler.' " 


Tho writer admits that It is not 
really as simple as this sounds, for 
tliero are other factors affecting di- 
rectly the sex relation. 
He proceeds 
to examine one case in a passage full 
of possibilities for controversies. 
He 
says: 


•'•Some cause, possibly climatic, has 
certainly reduced the intensity of sex 
emotion. 
This, of course, Is a sug- 
gestion incapable of proof, but few 
nvho have studied closely the convene 
tlonal bearing of American men and 
women toward one another will doubt 
tJiat it is the very freedom of asao- 
clatlon between young men and woin- 
en which attests it, possibly induces 
or assists it. 
It would perhaps be 
too much to say that sex emotion has 
faded into sentimental interest, but 
the change is something of this na- 
ture, 
^ 


"Tho conventional, simple admira- 
tion in the man aEd the firm tone of 
confident self-possession in tho wom- 
an attest It, * * • 
So far as fic- 
tion holds the mirror up to American 
nature It exhibits quite a significant 
paucity of sex emotion in its Tthore 
spontaneous, mastering flow. » • 
• 
Possibly the 
conquering 
Americiiu 
woman owes much of her triumph 
in circles where self-possession counts 
for so much to this touch of inner 
chill. 
That she owes anything to 
intellectual superiority over the male 
of her kind canqot be conceded, for 
no such superiority exists. 


"She reads more, and talks more 
because that belongs to her decora- 
tive function. The thought of Amer- 
ica owes little to hor, -though she 
has long enjoyed more ample oppor- 
tunities for education tban tho other 


MX« 
Her contribution 
toward 
ous literature,^ art and 
iclence 
ti 
Bmall, almost negligible. 
Almost all 
the best brain work in America, even 
In fields where women are most occu- 
pied, is done by men. 


"Nor are women the beat talkers. 
Though 
the 
business 
man's 
wifo 
gleans from her books and women's 
clubs a large assortment 
of 
iJ^as, 
which slie handles with mora skill 
and freedom than is common in the 
English drawing! room, this sprightly 
talk seldom rises above the patter of 
tho social stage and custom which 
always 'gives tbe word* to the woman, 
and usually acts as a preventive of 
real conversation.

•adly 
familiar 
with 
experience 
in 
companies where some man of intel- 
lect and Judgment worth listening to 
Is kept in silence by tke chatter of 
his commonplace wife and daughter, 
who deem it their role to entertain 
the guests.

Snakes, Scorpions and Insects 


Spared. 


Modern society hoasts of its organ- 
izations for preventing'cruelty to ani- 
mals as the outcome of clviliaation. 
Across the water Is an undeveloped 
coimtry of kindness^ 
Protection of 
all life is as natural to the Burman 
as Is his breath. 
To be merciful to 
the beast is no half way precept with, 
him, and the little child responds to 
it as .readily as the average English 
speaking boy gives action to his im- 
pulse to stone a squirrel or IrfU a 
snake. 
Yet Jhere may be drawbacks 
to living in a country where all liv- 
ing creatures are respected after tho 
manner Mr, Fielding 
describes 
lu 
"The Soul of a People." 


Never were any people so 
kind 
hearted as the Burmese, so hospl'lable, 
so charitable In act and thought, and 
so gentle with all animals. 


All butchers in Burma are Indian 
born; no Burman will kill a cow or a 
bullock, or sell meat. 
There is no 
law now against such practice, but 
no respectable native will kill for 
food, sport or revenge. 
Fowl and 
fish are. Indeed, sacrificed for eating 
purposes, but every one desplsca the 
fisherman; 
he is a sort of outcast; 
and the slaying of fowl is done re- 
luctantly. 


A Burmese lady married an i3ng- 
llshman who kept ducks for his own 
table. 
One day she went on a visit 
to a friend, and took every duck with 
her, bestowing them on various house- 
hold's where she know they would bo 
allowed to live and be treated with 
kindness. 
Then she 
returned 
and 
confessed to her husband that she ^ 
could not bear the thought of their 
being killed, 


Mr. Fielding was much troubled by 
the house sparrows which infested 
the roof. 
Finally, in desperation, he 
shot at them with a rllle. His neigh- 
bors remonstrated. 


"You should build a sparrow cote," 
they said, when he tried to excuse 
himself, "Then they would leave you 
In peace. 
They only want to make 
nests for their little ones." 


If a Burmese woman walking in 
'the fields should see a scorpion, she 
would not think of killing it. 


"f'oor beast," she would say, step- 
ping aside so as to not injure it, 
'^It has, never hurt me, why should 
I hurt it?" 


If, an insect Is troublesome In tha 
house, 
the 
Burman 
will 
carefully 
catch it in his halidkerehief and put 
It out doors. 
It is hard to get the 
servants to rid the house of ants. 
They will kill the most deadly of vip- 
ers, but even many of the poisonous 
snakes they will not slaughter, 


Mr, Fielding met once two little 
boys carrying a jar and seemingly 
much interested in Its contents. He 
asked what was in the Jar, and they 
showed him a lot of baby vipers. 
They had chanced to find th© nest 
when the mother 
was 
absent—she 
would have killed the lads had she 
been there—and they had secured all 
the little snakes. 


"What are you going to do with 
them?" asked Mr, Fielding. 


"Show them in the village," 
''And then?" 
"Why, let them go, of course." 
If au animal is ill or nurt the Bur- 
man gives it the best of care, but 
never kills it to put it out of mis- 
ery, 


' T O O T beast," he says. 
''Let him 
live his little life," and he gives It 
grass and water until it dies,—Youth's 
Companion.

About 50 years ago the most puz­

says the Baltimore Sun, 
were 
pur­ 
chased for $1.75. 


There is a big difference when you 
come to consider the subject between 
$1.75 years ago and prices up In the 
hundreds of dollars of tne present. 


J. W. C. Brittingham has three re­ 
markable specimens 
óf 
fashionable 
headgear of 50 years ago which he 
brought from the mountains of South 
Carolina. 
These hats are something 
like the skidoo bonnets and according 
to present <lay standards just about 
as becoming. 


One little hat was of biscuit colored 
straw trimmed with folds of cotton 
cloth of the same shade. 
A round tho 
derby crown were rickrac?: designs of 
cotton tape, and under tho brim wero 
two rows of straw braid. 
But 
the 
crowning glory and the distinguishing 
touch was a straw bird as big as 
your thumb fastened on the front of 
the crown. 
The hat itself was not 
more than seven inches long, and the 
brim was less than an inch wide. 


Another hat that was once consid- 
orod decidedly modish was n sort of 
miniature derby with the front and 
back helmet shaped. It was of black 
velvet, trimmed with narrow folds of 
cotton cloth, and in the front was the 
mOBt exquisite trimming that an ante 
bellura belle could consider—a spray 
of three roses smaller than your finger 
fastened awkwardly on it. 
This hat 
was extfremely expensive 
and 
cost 
$1.25. 


The most elaborate hat of the three 
was a helmet creation or t>rown velvet 
and cotton cloth, and the only trim­ 
ming was a flat bow of the same ma* 
terial at the front and back.

No portion of the North American 
continent is so widely known, and at 
tho same time so little known, as the 
chain of low-lying islands and fring­ 
ing sand reefs extending along 
the 
North Carolina coast for a distance 
of more than 300 miles. 
This is espe­ 
cially true of Hatteras island, a sand 
spit whose dangerous projection and 
shifting shoals have made this portion 
of our Atlantic seaboard a veritable 
graveyard of American shipping. 


Distinguished 
scientists 
on 
both 
sides of the Atlantic have discussed 
tho origin of Cape Hatteras without 
having set foot on the island or coast­ 
ed along its shores. The 
origin 
of 
well nigh all the 
features 
of this 
coast have been 
discussed 
at long 
range, and yet hardly 
half a dozen 
people from the outside world have 
any personal acquaintance 
with tho 
island. 


It was on this coast that Fessenden 
and Thiessen experimented 
success­ 
fully with wireless telegraphy. 
At 
Kitty 
Hawk, on 
these 
banks, the 
Wrights conducted their experiments 
In mechanical flight. 


Though difficult of access, the In­ 
habitants of thees islands are in close 
touch with the rest of the world by 
means of the telegraph and telephone 
lines of the United States 
Weather 
Bureau and the life-saving service, as 
well as by the wireless telegraph. 


Those who watch 
the reports 
of 
shipping need not be told that winds 
are constant 
in 
this 
region. The 
strong winds of midwinter come from 
the north, and the 
gentler 
steady 
winds of midsummer 
and of the 
greater part of the year blow usually 
from a little west of south. 


These constant winds 
were early 
taken advantage of by the 
inhabi­ 
tants, andj windmills for grinding corn 
dot the whole chain of islands, though 
most of them 
have -now fallen into 
disuse. A small boy on Church's isl­ 
and hauls freight for the people of his 
village on a car furnished with a sail 
and propelled by the wind. 


The frequency of wrecks upon this 
coast is too well known 
to require 
comment, though such is the efficiency 
of the life-savers, who brave the per­ 
ils of any storm, 
that life is rarely 
lost here; but the .lightship has some­ 
times been broken from its moorings 
on Diamond Shoals and driven upon 
tho Hatteras banks. 


The strong north winds 
pile the 
sands up into great barchanes or me- 
cbanos, crescentic sand dunes 
known 
logically as whaleheads, which 
are 
moving steadily southward. 


These are best developed along the 
Currituck banks, from Virginia as far 
south 
as the 
Kill 
Devil hills, and 
numbers of them may be seen to the 
north and to the south from the top 
of Currituck light. These whaleheads 
are composed of singularly homogene­ 
ous blown sands, the horns or cusps 
of the barchanes pointing to leeward, 
which is almost due south. 


The prevailing winds from a little 
west of south have nppledi the hetero­ 
genous sands on Hatteras just south 
of the cape, on 
Shackleford at its 
southwest 
extremity, 
and 
on 
the 
southwest side of Smith's island. 


These 
wind 
ripples, 
started 
In 
sands exposed 
by the removal 
of a 
strip of fordst next the shore, haVe 
grown in size to g^eat 
sand waves, 
which are advancing on forests, fields 
and homes. As the sand wave has ad­ 
vanced it has taken up several feet 
of the loose soil over which 
it has 
passed, undermining 
houses, laying 
bare the roots of trees, and exposing 
the bones of the dead 
in the ceme- 
teries. 


Diurnal winds from 
the ‘sea have 
piled the sand into small wandering 
dunes and hillocks, and‘ even some­ 
times into 
sand 
waves, which are 
marching steadily inward and shoal­ 
ing the waters of the sounds. 


At Nag's Head a large hotel, con­ 
stituting a solid obstruction, soon had 
a sand wave built up a short distance 
In its rear until the level of its roof 
was reached, when the wave moved 
forward and engulfed the hotel. In the 
Immediate neighborhood two cottages 
suffered a similar 
fate. Hero 
the 
land gained on the sound 350 feet in 
ten years. 


On the northern 
end of Hatteras 
Island a fishing village has been sim­ 
ilarly buried, while the sand has en­ 
tirely crossed» the Island 
at several 
places north of the cape. This move­ 
ment of the sand was started just af 


that heterogeneous sands, consisting 
essentially of quartz, orthoclase, some 
mica, iron, bits of shell, 
and 
many 
mineral substances, showing little If 
any decomposition, rippled readily in 
the wind, and 
are easily 
arrested. 
This he accomplished in one instance 
by planting the seed of a native pine 
and covering the dune with brush. 


In another case the movement was 
checked by the unassisted growth* of 
grass upon dunes from 
which 
hogs 
and cattle were fenced out. 
Several 
native grasses on these islands are 
excellent sand-binders, but so far ho 
has found no means of checking the 
movement of homogeneous sands that 
do not ripple, these consisting entire­ 
ly 
well-rounded 
and 
wind-sorted 
quartz 
grains 
of 
the 
same 
size 
throughout a single dune. 


Other trees besides the pine may bo 
used as sand-binders. 
Some live oaks 
and myrtle serve well in this capac­ 
ity. 


In January, 1886, the writer planted 
the seed of the lobolly pine on the 
back of a dune and covered the area 
with brush cut from nearby road in 
progress 
of 
making. 
The 
brush 
served not only to break the wind», but 
to conserve the moisture of the sands 
and today there is a forest of several 
acres where twenty years ago was a 
moving sand waste. The method so 
common abroad of building a barrier 
dune by means of wind breaks has 
been tried several times along 
this 
coast, but always without success. 


The atmospheric humidity of Hat­ 
teras island is greater than 
that of 
any 
other 
station 
in the 
United 
States except In the Puget Sound re­ 
gion, and even there the excess over 
Hatteras is not great. Yet there are 
more days of sunshine 
on Hatteras 
than at Cape Henry or 
Norfolk or 
Wilmington. 


The heaviest rains come between 
late July and mid October, after the 
plants have done most of their grow­ 
ing for the year and when plants In 
many parts of the country are suf­ 
fering greatly from the drouth. 


Some primitive customs are preserv­ 
ed among the people and some early 
English forms 
of 
speech. 
Their 
lodges used In fishing 
and hunting 
are built after the most primitive type 
of straw thatch, while a higher type, 
similar to that used) In the village of 
Gabii in the days 
of Romulus and 
Remus, is used as a temporary resi­ 
dence during their camp meetings in 
the summer, and this higher type of 
dwelling is on Hatteras built of pal­ 
metto thatch. 


The regaining of the shore strip by 
reforesting the sands, and the reten­ 
tion of the dunes that are devastat­ 
ing the meadow lands would make of 
Hatteras island, at least, a sub-tropi- 
cal garden, where southern fruits and 
early vegetables once plentiful here 
might come into 
the 
market. 
The 
game still lingering among the wood­ 
ed dunes would be greatly multiplied, 
and the herds of 
wild 
ponies now 
dwindling away would again increase 
in numbers. 
The conservative 
lum­ 
bering could be added to the indus­ 
tries of the island. 


It is also within the range of possi­ 
bilities that the black beach 
sands 
which are concentrated by wave ac­ 
tion at a few points might bo made 
to yield from their iron ores a reftfrn 
for the labor of gathering them.—Col­ 
lier Cobb in National Geographic Mag­ 
azine.

SHE IS “THE SHOW” AND CREDlt- 
ABLE TO THE MANAGEMENT. 


Not Superior to American Man In 
Thinking or Talking Power—A Sur­ 
vival of Backwoods / Conditions— 
Both Sexes Cold, Says English Mag­ 
azine Writer. 


The Last Injunction. 


Not long back a passenger who ar­ 
rived in Bloemfontein from the Cape 
related a somewhat amusing yarn in 
connection with Norval’s Pont Bridge. 
He had not been long out from Eng­ 
land, and while in Cape Town some 
one, on hearing that he was 
going 
north, “puMed his leg" with regard to 
the safety of the bridge, which, as 
every one knows, was blown up by 
the Boers in the early days of the war, 
and then repaired by the British. 


He and an American refugee with the 
most nasal of twangs, who was return­ 
ing to the Rand, were leaning out of 
tho corridor window, when, as they 
neared the bridge, they rolled by a 
notice-board'which, in letters a foot 
high, commanded—“Whitles!” 


The train went slower and slower, 
and then glided 
by another notice- 
board which entreated, “Go slow. Do 
not touch your fires tiH 
over 
the 
bridge." 


The Englishman began to feel that 
crossing the bridge was undoubtedly 
a serious matter. 


Then they’ crept by a notice which 
ordered, “Speed not to exoeed 21-2 
miles an hour." 


Then they crawled by a notice which 
implored, “Do not stop on the bridge." 


“Say," drawled the American, nasal­ 
ly, “guess I know what the next no­ 
tice enunciates."

“Tho American Woman," Is the 
title of an article to which a promi­ 
nent place is given in the current 
number of the Nation, writes Lon­ 
don correspondent of the New York 
Sun. In nothing, declares the writer, 
is there exhibited more general fail­ 
ure to realize the underlying facts 
of a situation than in the general estl. 
mate placed on the influence of the 
American woman lii^ e r own country. 


Neither the American woman nor 
the American man has any mystery 
for the writer, who says: 
“European 
visitors 
to 
America 
use 
language 
which suggests that the women are 
a distinct and superior human species 
to the men, superior not only In grace 
and physical attractiveness 
but in 
character, intelligence and individu­ 
ality, and the complacency with which 
the American man will accept and 
indorse this testimony to his Inferi­ 
ority is accepted as conclusive con­ 
firmation." 


This is a fallacy which the writer 
of the article proceeds to explode. 
The apparent domination of the Amer­ 
ican society by American women Is 
explained, he says, “by looking to the 
foundation of American society." In 
pioneer life in the New World wom­ 
an necessarily attained a large meas­ 
ure ot Independence, together with 
special consideration due to her scarc­ 
ity. 


When this primitive condition had 
given place to life in the modern in­ 
dustrial city, with the swift emerg­ 
ence of the new rich class, the women 
had no time to lose all the transmitted 
energy and personal efficiency of the 
earlier womanhood. 
The first need 
of the Industrial male conqueror is to 
display financial power through the 
ostentatious waste of conspicuous leis­ 
ure, but natural inclination and habit 
prevent him from performing these 
rites in his own person, so his wtfe 
and daughters become apt instru­ 
ments for the vicarious expenditure 
of the time and money that attest his 
economic prowess and they carry into 
this career the energy, confidence and 
resourcefulness 
of 
backwoodsmen’s 
granddaughters. 


“Male ascendancy," continues the 
writer, “is as real and at least as 
strong in America as in any Euro­ 
pean country short of Turkey. 
The 
social sway of woman is due to a 
different valuation of society by the 
American man from that of European 
countries. 
What Henry James and 
other critics ^affirm, that the Ameri­ 
can man is a business man, a politic­ 
ian and a club man, but leaves so­ 
ciety largely to his wife and daugh­ 
ters, is quite true. 
But »what appar­ 
ently they ‘fail tov recognize Is the 
characteristic mental attitude of the 
male American toward this social 
life. 


“His extravagant wife and daugh­ 
ters, with their receptions, diamonds, 
trips to Europe and sprightly talks 
on books and art, are to him pri­ 
marily a big entertainment, an expen­ 
sive, elaborate show, which he can 
afford to keep up and likes to pay 
•for. 
The average successful male 
American would no more think of 
competing with his wife in the dis­ 
play of social arts and graces than 
the Londoner who visits Maskelyne 
and Devant’s would think of vying the 
mystery men there. 
* 
* 
* But his 
real control of the social order is 
not less deeply rooted on that ac­ 
count. 
* 
* 
* 


“The American nouveau riche has 
no remnants or revivals of the feudal 
state with which to make a display 
of ostentatious waste. 
Everything in 
recent 
circumstances 
of America's 
life tends to make woman, her social 
activities and ways of going on, the 
single relief element for the strenu­ 
ous life of the pioneer turned ‘hust­ 
ler.' " 


Tho writer admits that it is not 
really as simple as this sounds, for 
there are other factors affecting di­ 
rectly the sex relation. 
He proceeds 
to examine one case in a passage full 
of possibilities for controversies. 
He 
says: 


“•Some cause, possibly climatic, has 
certainly reduced the intensity of sex 
emotion. 
This, of course, Is a sug­ 
gestion incapable of proof, but few 
who have studied closely the conven 
tional bearing of American men and 
women toward one another will doubt 
that it is the yery freedom of asso 
elation between young men and worn 
en which attests it, possibly induces 
or assists it. 
It would perhaps be 
too much to say that sex emotion has | Companion, 
faded into sentimental interest, but 
the change is something of this na­ 
ture.

»mall, almost negligible. 
Almost all 
the best brain work in America, even 
in fields where women are most occu­ 
pied, is done by men. 


"Nor are women the best talkers. 
Though 
the 
business 
man's 
wife

which she handles with more skill 
and freedom than is common in the 
English drawing) room, this sprightly 
talk seldom rises above the patter of 
tho social stage and custom which, 
always ‘gives the word' to the woman, 
and usually acts as a preventive of 
real conversation. 


“Most Inquiring English visitors ara 
sadly familiar with experience in 
companies where some man of intel­ 
lect and Judgment worth listening to 
is kept in silence by tke chatter of 
his commonplace wife and daughter, 
who deem it their role to entertain 
the guests. 
Woman, In a word, I* 
the ‘show* in 
successful America, 
somewhat overdone and too exacting 
to the eyes of a European audience, 
but clever and very creditable to the 
management."

Will Not Kill Animals for Food»—* 
Snakes, Scorpions and Insects 


Spared. 


Modern society boasts of its organ­ 
izations for preventing‘cruelty to ani­ 
mals as the outcome of civilization. 
Across the water is an undeveloped 
country of kindness* 
Protection of 
all life is as natural to the Burman 
as is his breath. 
To be merciful to 
the beast is no half way precept with 
him, and the little child responds to 
it as .readily as the average English 
speaking boy gives action to his im­ 
pulse to stone a squirrel or lcill a 
snake. 
Yet ¿here may be drawbacks 
to living in a country where all liv­ 
ing creatures are respected after the 
manner Mr. Fielding 
describes 
in 
“The Soul of a People." 


Never were any people so 
kind 
hearted as the Burmese, -so hospitable, 
so charitable in act and thought, and 
so gentle with all animals. 


All butchers in Burma are Indian 
born; no Burman will kill a cow or a 
bullock, or sell meat. 
There Is no 
law now against such practice, but 
no respectable native will kill for 
food, sport or revenge. 
Fowl and 
fish are, indeed, sacrificed for eating 
purposes, but every one despises the 
fisherman; he is a sort of outcast; 
and the slaying of fowl is done re­ 
luctantly. 


A Burmese lady married an Eng­ 
lishman who kept ducks for his own 
table. 
One day she went on a visit 
to a friend, and took every duck with 
her, bestowing them on various house­ 
hold's where she knew they would bo 
allowed to live and be treated with 
kindness. 
Then she 
returned and 
confessed to her husband that she ^ 
could not bear the thought of their 
being killed.

SINKING LAND. 


A Strip cf Land in Indiana Wtiich Ml 


Mysteriously Sinking. 


A strip at lamd begiamag about 


eight miles taust of LaKe ziichicac, at 
the termination of the watershed and 
the northern limits a region of low 
swamp land, which has already post 
three railroad companies imncreds of 
thousands of dollars, has begun to 
drop more than ever. 
The depres- 


sion is over 1000 feet wide and run» 
north and south through Lake toun- 
ty, Indiana. 


The latest downward movement of 


this mysterious sinkhole 
was 
ob- 


served only a few days ago oy em- 
ployes of the Erie railroad at the point 
whtre that line crosses the 
strip. 


Hundreds of thousands of tons of dirt 
and gravel have been dumped Into 
the crevice, ^hich runs a distance of 
20 feet on either side of the track, 
but the depression is now lower than 
ever and still continues to grow deep- 
er, a fact which utterly baffles the 
engineering department of the road. 


The Panhandle and Indiana Harbor 


railroads ha^e also suffered from this 
bottomless pit, the influence of which 
apparently reaches about 15 miles 
north and south. It is stated by an 
engineer of the Indiana Harbor road 
that since they have erected a 15-foot 
embankment across 
the* strip 
the 


tracks have not sunk, although de- 
pressions have been no'icefl in the 
low land surrounding for a distance 
of 1000 feet. 


The sinking of the earth at this 


point seems to be an annual event, 
and has occurred about this time of 
year since the first railroad 
line 


pierced the territory nearly 25 years 
ago. It is the general belief by en- 
gineers that some subterranean cata- 
clysm takes place in December which 
weakens the crust and causes it to 
sink under the M eight of tlse heavy 
trafilc passing over it. So serious !s 
the condition of the place at the time 
that trains are compelled greatly to 
reduce their speed in traversing this 
mysterious strip of land.—Harper's 
"Weekly. 


Indians Cling to Tribal Language. 
The Euche Indians, 500 in number, 


who live in a remote part of the Creek 
nation, cli~s to their old language 
and marry principally aznong their 
own tribe, alter being conquered and 
absorbed by the Creek Indians more 
than 200 years ago. In some cases an 
Euche may marry a Creek, and the 
children will speak to the father in 
the Euche -language and to the mother 
in Creek. 


Noah Gregory, a well-known Euche 


Indian, in recalling' some of these 
circumstances, says he can remember 
when his father used to punish him 
for talking Creek at home. 
The 


Creeks concurred the Euches in Ala- 
bama so many years ago that the 
story is only tradition, the latter being 
given the full rights and privileges 
cf .the Creek citizens. Most of the 
tribe are fuKblcods, owing to the fact 
that they marry principally among 
themselves. The district in, which they 
live is in the mountainous region of 
the Creek nation, which lies between 
\Veelocha and a point southwest of 
Bristow.—Muskogee Cor. Kansas City 
Journal.

A Strip c^ Land In Indliin« >^lch It 
Mysteriously Sinking. 


A strip of land beginning 
about 
eight miles east Of T-»ako ?.:ichigan, at 
the termination of tho watershed and 
the northern limits a region of low 
swamp land» which has already post 
throe railroad companies nunrtreds of 
thousands of dollars, has begun to 
drop more than ever. 
The depres- 
sion is over 1000 feet wide and runs 
north and south through Lake l;oun- 
ty, Indiana. 


The latest downward movement of 
this mysterious sinkhole 
was 
ob- 
served only a few days ago by em- 
ployes of the Erie railroad at the point 
where that line crosses' tho 
strip. 
Hundreds of thousands of tons of dirt 
and gravel have been dumped into 
the crevice, which runs a distance of 
20 foot on either side of the track, 
but the depression Is now lower than 
ever and still continues to grow deep* 
er, a fact which utterly baffles the 
engineering department of the road. 


Tho Panhandle and Indiana Harbor 
railroads have also suffered from this 
bottomless pit, the inlluence of which 
apparently reaches 
about 
15 miles 
north and south. 
It Is stated by an 
engineer of the Indiana Harbor road 
that slnco they have erected a 15-foot 
embankment across 
the» strip 
tho

When the Commandorin-Ohief of 
the United States Army i& asked as 
President of the United States to ap­ 
prove the proposed constitution of the 
new State of Oklahoma he will UticJ

of

State militia*” 
This provision is a 
gross insult to the army and navy, 
and a wicked invasion of the rights 
of every retired soldier and sailor who 
may now or hereafter reside in the 
State of Oklahoma. 
There are with­ 
in the limits of the new State many 
retired officers and men of the army 
who have large property interests and 
have done much to prepare the Terri­ 
tory for the dignity of Statehood, yet 
it is here deliberately proposed to dis­ 
franchise these citizens and subject 
them to the injustice of taxation with­ 
out representation. 
The adoption of 
the above-quoted clause by the cons* 
i titutional convention of Oklahoma has 
provoked

indignation.

A Strip of Land In Indiana V^ilch !i 
Mysteriously Sinking, 


A strip of land beginning about 
eight miles east Of Lake ?.:ichigan, at 
the termination of tho watershed and 
the northern limits a region of low 
swamp land* which has already post 
three railroad companies Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, has begun to 
drop more than ever. 
The depres­ 
sion is over 1000 feet wide and runs 
north and south through Lake boun­ 
ty, Indiana. 


The latest downward movement of 
this mysterious sinkhole 
was 
ob- 
served only a few days ago by em* 
ployes of the Brie railroad at the point 
where th at line crosses tho 
strip. 
Hundreds of thousands of tons of dirt 
and gravel have been dumped into 
the crevice, which runs a distance of 
20 feet on either side of the track, 
but the depression is now lower than 
ever and still continues to grow deep­ 
er, a fact which utterly baffles the 
engineering department of the road. 


Tho Panhandle and Indiana Harbor 
railroads have also suffered from this 
bottomless pit, the influence of which 
apparently reaches 
about 
lo miles 
north and south. 
It is stated by an 
engineer of the Indiana Harbor road 
that since they have erected a 15-foot 
embankment across 
the > strip 
tho 
tracks have not sunk, although de­ 
pressions have been noticed in tho 
low land surrounding for a distance 
of 1000 feet. 


The sinking of the earth at this 
point seems to be an annual event, 
and has occurred about this time of 
year since the first 
railroad 
line 
pierced the territory nearly 25 years 
ago. 
It is the general belief by en­ 
gineers that some subterranean cata­ 
clysm takes place in Decemoer which 
weakens the 
crust and causes it to 
sink under the weight of the heavy 
traffic passing over it. 
So serious Is 
the condition of the place at the time 
that trains are compelled greatly to 
reduce their speed in traversing this 
mysterious strip 
of 
land.—H arper’s 
Weekly. 


Indians Cling to Tribal Language. 
The Euche Indians, 500 in number, 
who live in a remote part of the Creek 
nation, cling to their old 
language 
and marry 
principally among 
their 
own tribe, after being conquered and 
absorbed by the Creek Indians more 
than 200 years ago. In some cases an 
Euche may marry a Creek, and the 
children will speak to the father in 
the Euche «language and to the mother 
in Creek.

Creeks conquered the Euches in Ala­ 
bama so many years ago that the 
story is only tradition, the latter being 
given the full rights and privileges 
of .the Creek citizens.

The district in, which they 
live is in the mountainous region of 
the Creek nation, which lies between

FEWER LOBSTERS. 


No Probability That They Will Again 


Be as Plenty as Formerly. 


Maine lobster fishermen are hardly 


making a living at catching this shell- 
fish, says the Kennebec Journal. They 
report lobsters scarcer than ever be- 
fore since they have been engaged in 
this business. In 
years past 
the 


hardy men who brave the frigid weath- 
er have been able to make their liv- 
ing and something besides, but 
the 


past winter lobsters have been scarc- 
er than ever before, with the result 
that they have been unable to make 
more than both ends meet. The ter- 
rific cold weather of the past week 
put a stop to the business altogether 
along the coast; in fact, some of the 
fishermen became disgusted a month 
ago and hauled up their traps, and 
have not made an effort to catch any 
lobsters since. 


Lobsters here are higher than ever 


before known, 50 cents being asked 
for a ten-inch one, and larger 
ones 


have sold for $12 a dozen. The de- 
mand far exceeds the supply even at 
that price. During the fall the fishing 
fell off and from that time until the 
present the catches have been very, 
small. The men who earn 
a liveli- 


hood from catching lobsters are be- 
coming discouraged, and fear 
they 


will have to turn their efforts in other 
directions unless there is a decided 
improvement in the business before 
long. 


There seems to be no probability 


that this delicious shellfish will ever 
again be as plenty as it was a dozen 
or fifteen years ago. The storms of 
the past winter have destroyed many 
traps, and as the 
expense of the 


equipment is considerable some of the 
toilers of the sea are out of pocket. 
Although they have visited their traps 
every day when the weather would 
allow, oftentimes they did not bring 
ashore any lobsters, and other times 
only a half-dozen, that being consid- 
ered- a good catch.

"Heady" Catchers 


Win the Ball Games j

S 


HOV,r me a ball club with a catcher who uses his head, 
whether he can hit a balloon or a bass fiddle or not, and 1 
will show you a club that is one, two, three in the race. 


Now, I don't say that because I am a catcher, but just 


look the various successful clubs over and you will see that 
I am right. 


In my opinion catchers, as a rule, do not hit well, be- 


cause they have so much on their minds. When they go to 
the bat they are generally exhausted mentally and physically. 


The catcher is the keynote and director general of the defensive side of 


baseball. The batters have to go in and win the game, while the catcher and 
pitcher have to keep the other side from winning. 


You've often seen clubs that wen championships with few good hitters. 


Do you know the reason for that? Well, I'll tell you. !t is because they had 
a catcher that could work well on the defensive. No club ever won a cham- 
pionship without a good catcher. Take a club that doesn't hit well and it's 
up to them to make every possible run without the aid of slugging. 


The only way they can do this is to pull off steam work plays that make 


everything count. If they strike a dub catcher on the opposing team their 
work is easy. If they strike a wise fellow back there it's all up. I guess I 
have broken up a hundred attempts to win a game on the hit and run play. 


You'll find goo£ catchers like Kleinow, Bresnahan, Bowermaa, Kling and 


Sullivan and Doc Powers doing the same thing every day. 


The catcher has to watch every move on the diamond. He has to fore- 


see an attempt of the opposing side to pull off a hit ant} run play or get a 
stolen base. This consequently keeps his mind working every minute. If he 
thinks the hit and run is coming off he simply signifies the pitcher to "pitch 
out" and if he doesn't nail the man at second he will at least break the play. 
It is often up to him to have a batter "walked" to prevent anything spectacu- 
lar coming off. 


A catcher who watches every angle of the game like that on the defense 


Is tired out when he goes to the bench, and that is the reason they do not, as 
a rule, hit well. They must take care of the defense, and let the fielders, who 
are usually good hitters, look after the offense. Of course, there are excep- 
tions to this rule, as some of the catchers are good hitters, but I merely refer 
to it as a general proposition. 


Give me a good set of catchers and a good fielding club and you can take 


all the sluggers you want. In the long run we will beat you out.

Found That the Sense is Not Highly 


Developed. 


At a recent meeting of the French 


Academy of Sci&nces Prof. Delage read 
an account of a series of experiments 
made by M. Marage on the sense of 
hearing in fishes. Many difficulties 
were encountered in performing ac- 
curate experiments. 
If a 
fish 
be 


placed in a tank, the sound beiag re- 
flected from all the walls, the animal, 
having no clew as to the origin of the 
sound vibrations, will make no at- 
tempt at fleeing. If, however, the fishes 
are experimented on in the state of 
liberty these investigations will be 
fouad still more 
difficult. 
At 
all 


events, fishermen do believe in the 
sense of hearing of fishes. Marage 
used an India-rubber funnel to trans- 
mit the sound to the water, this fun- 
nel being tuned to the number ef vibra- 
tions of the sound in question. 
The 


vowels a, e, i, o, u, were produced 
within a range of four octaves and 
vrith the energy generally used with 
deaf mutes. 
The experiments were 


madeon fishes both at liberty and in 
captivity. 
In the latter case a diver 


was able to perceive and to analyze 
the sound vibrations in the water to 
distances up to 100 feet. Although 
these vibraticas failed to show any ef- 
fect on the fishes M. Maraige thinks it 
quite possible that the animals may 
hear the noises produced by fishermen. 
It should, however, be remembered 
that this rudimentary sense of hear- 
ing is compensated by highly develop- 
ed senses of touch and vision.—Scien- 
tific American.

No club ever won a cham­ 
pionship without a good catcher. Take a club that doesn’t hit well and it's 
up to them to make every possible run without the aid of slugging. 


The only way they can do this is to pull oif steam work plays that make 
everything count. If they strike a dub catcher on the opposing team their 
work is easy. If they strike a wise fellow back there It's all up. I guess I 
have broken up a hundred attempts to win a game on the hit and run play. 


You’ll find good) catchers like Kleinow, Bresnahan, Bowerman, Kling and 
Sullivan and Doc Powers doing the same thing every day. 


The catcher has to watch every move on the diamond. He has to fore­ 
see an attempt of the opposing side to pull off a hit ancj run play or get a 
stolen base. This consequently keeps his mind working every minute. If he 
thinks the hit and run Is coming off he simply signifies the pitcher to “pitch 
out'* and if he doesn’t nail the man at second he w?ill at least break the play. 
It is often up to him to have a batter "walked" to prevent anything spectacu* 
lar coming off. 


A catcher who watches every angle of the game like that on the defense 
is tired out when he goes to the bench, and that Is the reason they do not, as 
a rule, hit well. They must take care of the defense, and let the fielders, who 
are usually good hitters, look after the offense. Of course, there are excep­ 
tions to this rule, as some of the catchers are good hitters, but I merely refer 
to it as a general proposition. 


Give me a good set of catchers and a good fielding club and you can take 
all the sluggers you want. In the long run we will beat you out.

Found That the Sense is Not Highly 


Developed. 


At a recent meeting of the French 
Academy of Sciences Prof. Delage read 
an account of a series of experiments 
made by M. Marage on the sense of 
hearing in fishes. 
Many difficulties 
were encountered in performing ac­ 
curate experiments. 
If a fish 
bo 
placed in a tank, the sound being re­ 
flected from all the walls, the animal, 
having no clew as to the origin of the 
sound vibrations, wal make no at­ 
tempt at fleeing. If, however, the fishes 
are experimented on in the state of 
liberty these investigations will be 
found still more 
difficult. 
At 
all 
events, flbhermen do believe in the 
sense of hearing of fishes. 
Marage 
used an India-rubber funnel to trans­ 
mit the sound to the water, this fun­ 
nel being cuned to the number of vibra­ 
tions of the sound in question. 
The 
vowels a, e, 1, o, u, were produced 
within a range of four octaves and 
with the energy generally used with 
deaf mules. 
The experiments were 
madeon fishes both at liberty and in 
captivity. 
In the latter case a diver 
was able to perceive and to analyze 
the sound vibrations in the water to 
distances up to 100 
feet. 
Although 
these vibrations failed to show any ef­ 
fect on the fishes M. Marage thinks it 
quite possible that the animals may 
hear the noises produced by fishermen. 
It should, however, be remembered 
that this rudimentary sense of hear­ 
ing is compensated by highly develop­ 
ed senses of touch and vision.—Scien­ 
tific American. 


Successful Motor Train. 


The advent of the Renard road train 
opens up vast possibilities in various 
directions. 
It will add a new terror 
to country roads, and by way of com­ 
pensation it may enormously promote 
the agricultural well being of the 
country. 
The RenarcH train Is dis­ 
tinguished by the following charac­ 
teristics: Each coach or wagon fol­ 
lows absolutely in the track of the pre­ 
ceding motor or coach, so that the 
whole train can thread its way safely 
among traffic and can turn sharp 
corners In either direction. The load 
is so evenly 
distributed 
over 
tho 
wheels that undue weight, which has 
to be guarded against on some of our 
country bridges, and the destruction 
of roads 
are avoided. 
The motive 
power is not confined to the motor it­ 
self, but is applied to each vehicle, 
thus giving powerful controlling force 
throughout to 
start or 
stop very 
quickly and on any gradient. 


Coaches and cars of great variety 
are being used in order that passen­ 
gers, light dairy and garden produce, 
as well as heavy material, such as 
coal, can be dealt with either separ­ 
ately or all together.—The Speaker.

|HE old theory that college mot are not adapted to b««iae«« lif« 


is rapidly bccomla*: obsolete. A century ago ther» were two 
avenues ope* to tfce college man, law and the aaimistiy, the dig- 
nity of the medical profession being decidedly le»» »' t*1** tim* 
than now, and the "fourth estate/' journalism, was still in its 
infancy. Business, in those -days, was presumed to be fit only 
fcr those -who could not educate themselves for the professions. 


There seemed to be a mutual agreement between collge graduates and &ea*» 
of tawiness houses — the former did not want to enter business, the lawer am 
not want them. This prejudice, which almost amounted to contempt on the 
part of business men for men with college training, has continued almost 
down to the present time, but in the last few years there has been a radical 
change. The attitude of many business men toward college graduates -as 
changed from aggressive hostility to positive friendliness. Where the college 
graduate of a generation ago sought vainly lor an opening, that he p11*^ 
start for less than a liring -wage and rise on his merits, the man with the 
diploma finds todav that there are innumerable avenues not only open to him 
hut inviting his attention. In fact, so strong is the demand that one university 
reports having received six offers of employment for each member of last 
year's graduating class, and hopes the coming season to surpass that record. 


In a day of great business enterprises the trained thinker is a necessity. 
The man who can think clearly in Greek, Latin and higher mathemaucs wi:l 
be able to apply the same reasoning faculties to methods of transportation, 
production and distribution. One railroad official, who has had experience 
-with the infinite variety of men seeking entrance into one of this country's 
greatest industries, stated that while the college man entered the office four 
years behind the high-school graduate, within another four years the handicap 
had been overcome and the trained, mind was demonstrating its superior 
capacity for mastering detail and bringing the a£airs of a great corporation 
into its compass. 
After that he forged rapidly ahead and the gap between 


the college graduate and the uneducated man yawned wider every year.

HE old theory th at college men are not adapted to business lif« 


Is rapidly becoming obsoleto. 
A century ago there were two 


avenues open to the college man, law and the ministry, the dig'* 


— 
_ 
nity of the medical profession being decidedly less at that time 


than now, and the “fourth estate/* journalism, was still in its 
infancy. 
Business, in those -days, was presumed to be fit only 
for those »who could not educate themselves for the professions. 
There seemed to be a mutual agreement between collge graduates and head* 
of business houses—the former did not want to enter business, the latter did 
not want them. 
This prejudice, which almost amounted to contempt on the 
part of business men for men with college training, has continued almost 
down to the present time, but in the last few years there has been a radical 
change. 
The attitude of many business men toward college graduates has 
changed from aggressive hostility to positive friendliness. 
Where the college 
graduate of a generation ago »ought vainly for an opening, that he might 
start for less than a living wage and rise on his merits, the man with the 
diploma finds today that there are innumerable avenues not only open to him 
tout inviting his attention. In fact, so strong is the demand that one university 
reports having received six offers of employment for each member of last 
year’s graduating class, and hopes the coming season to surpass that record. 


In a day of great business enterprises the trained thinker is a necessity. 
T he man who can think clearly In Greek, Latin and higher mathematics will 
be able to apply the same reasoning faculties to methods of transportation, 
production and distribution. 
One railroad official, who has had experience 
with the infinite variety of men seeking entrance into one of this country’s 
greatest industries, stated that while the college man entered the office four 
years behind the high-school graduate, within another four years the handicap 
had been overcome and the trained, mind was demonstrating its superior 
capacity 
for mastering detail and bringing the affairs of a great corporation 
into its compass. 
After that he forged ra.pidly ahead and the gap between 
the college graduate and the uneducated man yawned Wider every year. 


The gravest danger is, not that the higher education will unfit men for 
participation in business life, but that they may gain false Ideas of their own 
Importance and the obligation of the world to them, forgetting that all their 
work so far has been but preparation, and in the battle with the world, which 
Is yet to come, the mere fact of possessing a college diploma will have 'weight 
only with the superficial, and that their personal fitness will be the true meas­ 
ure of their success or failure.—The Circle,

Government Regulation 


o f Railroad Rates

HAVE always conceded the need of efficient regulation of railroad 
corporations. It has always seemed to me it would be preferable 
for the coi’porations and the public that such regulation De by 
the general government rather than by the States, because of 
the necessity for a reasonable degree of uniformity in the regula­ 
tions for the protection of the jjublio and that they might not 
conflict so seriously as would otherwise follow from the frequent 


changes of jurisdiction as we cross th e State lines. 


Earnestly desiring improvement in corporate management, I have been 
In favor also of the greatest possible publicity being given to all the acts Xu 
corporations which have been handled In such a way as to cause complaint. 


When this subject was first agitated by the President in his message I 
thought I saw a new era dawning in railroad management and an improved 
relationship possible between the reasonable portion of the public and the 
'Carriers 
What was needed was regulation, not restriction; protection, not persecu- 
4Ion* but when the act was available for examination It was found to 'Re 
revengeful and punitive; drawn either in ignorance or prejudice, with less 
thought of fairness to the railroads or the Interest of the public than to con­ 
centrate tremendous power in the general government not necessary for the 
regulation or the elimination of abuses complained of, and which, if constitu­ 
tional, gives power to derange established markets to an extent that, if ex­ 
ercised, will produce little short of revolution. 


The public cry has been against discrimination, and yet those who have 
to handle the business of the railroads know that in private it is one great 
effort on the part of the public to obtain that very thing. 


If a man ships a carload of freight every day In the year he pays the 
same rate of freight as the man who ships a similar carload once a month, 
"but If a man rides every day in the year he must have a less rata than the 
man who rides only once a month. 
You will note, therefore, the public Is 
"bound to stop discrimination, even if it discriminates in doing so. 


Deed of a Gallant Nobody. 


It is not always the information car­ 
ried by the recognized aides-de-camp 
to and from the commanding officer in 
battle which is of highest value. There 
was a supreme moment during the bat­ 
tle of Waterloo when the Duke of Wel­ 
lington was left absolutely alone—and 
that not when he was running the risk 
of capture by sailing through the ene­ 
my's lines. It simply meant that every 
galloper had gone his way, each with 
hie message. 


At this moment a stranger rode up 
to the Duke and quietly asked: 
“Can
